TURKEY TOM OF “ARKINSAW.” 
Written for the N. Y, ‘‘Spirit of the Times’’ by ‘‘Cuasssur Bouem®,”? 


The Southwest, in years gone by, as the ‘‘Bee Hunter’’ well knows, 
was full of original characters; many still linger among us, but the 
clearings which everywhere prevail are Jetting in the sunshine of conven- 
tional life, and fast consuming the individualities alluded to. Among 
those who have left a mark upon the neighborhood in which they lived, 
was ‘‘Turkey Tom ;’’ he has long since disappeared, but he is still re- 
membered as one of the best hunters and awfullest liars on record. 

Tom was not reckoned much of a beauty, he was a long lank pattern of 
humanity, hawk-nosed and hatchet-faced, with shocking red hair, and a 
pair of deep sunken grey eyes, which were always ‘‘skinned,” and ap- 
peared to be trying to get a peep into the middle of next week. He was 
born, bred, brought up, and polished off, in the State of Arkansas, and 
left home with a through ticket for any kind of a spree—from a ball toa 
‘‘bar-fight,’’ from a corn-shucking to an election riot—a graduate at all 
kinds of hunting, but ‘‘special death to turkies, bar, and deer.”’ His 
habits were solitary, and he built his cabin far from his fellows in the 
heart of the woods. Occasionally, though, he would come into town al- 
ways with his rifle on shoulder, and then the grocery was his headquarters 
for the day. Striding up to the bar with his long swining gait, he would 
turn to the crowd with the airs of a prince, and with a majestie wave of 
his hand : ‘‘@entlemen, yours obejiently ; what are we to,drink?” The 
company were expected to ‘‘jine in.’’ Tom had but one toast, and that 
invariably after touching glasses all round : “Gents, to¢he bottom if it 
was forty feet,’’ and down went the whiskey without a pause. Usually 
very taciturn, nothing short of a gallon of ‘‘the aforesaid’ could induce 
him to ‘‘open ;’’ but once started, he could discourse by the hour upon 
the glories and beauties of his native State—Arkansas. Hear him 
‘spread himself :’’ 

‘*Arkinsaw is the garden spot of arth—the cream of the created uni- 
varse. ‘The sile is richer and game is plentier than in any other section 
in the world. The only drawback to health is the human arthquakes— 
fever and ague, as some folks call ’em—which is orful. In fact, I have 
known the ‘shakes’ so bad that the ’simmons were all shuck off o’ the 
trees’ and the glass all shattered outer the winders. Besides, the tra- 
velin’ aint nuthin to brag on. I remember gwine up the Arkinsaw river 
onc’t, and every mile or so the passengers had to git out and shove the 
boat over the sand-bars ; and one mornin’ the fog was so thick that we had 
to use bowie-knives to cut our way through. Arkinsaw beats the world 
for black bars, purty wimmen, and big timber. I've seen trees there so 
high that the first limbs were clean outer sight, and so big that it took a 
week to walk around ’em. A feller started oncet to walk through one 
that was holler without carryin’ his vittals with him, and he starved to 
death on thefrip. I was gwine up the Mississip onc’t in one of them 
little up-country boats, when we met aig Arkinsaw cypress floatin’ 
down. I tell you it was a whopper. The Cap’n run his boat alongside, 
and fastened the ropes to it. Off she started snortin’ and puffin’, but 
it didn’t budge a peg. The Capen ripped aroun’, cussin’ like fury, and 
hollerin’ out, ‘Fire up below there, you lubberly rascals!’ The wheels 
clattered away, and the blaze rolled from the chimbly, but that log was 
actilly carryin’ us down stream. Dreckly up come a feller in a red shirt, 
and says he, ‘Capen, you are strainin’ the ingine mitily." ‘Cut loose 
and let it go, then,’ says the Capen. They cut the ropes, and the boat 
then went ahead a little ways, but the ingine was raly so exhausted that 
we jest had to stop. Next day there come along a fine big steamer; we 
hailed her, got aboard, and there was that same log hitched alongside. 
We wooded off o’ that cypress all the way to Memphis. 

‘Black bars are bigger, plentier, and more cunnin’ in Arkinsaw, than 
in the rest of creation. The old hes have a way o’ standin’ on their hind 
legs and makin’ a mark with their paws as high as they can reach on 
the bark of some certin tree, generally a sasserfras. It’s a kinder rec- 
kurd they keep, and I spose it’s a great satisfaction to an old’ he bar to 
have the highest mark on the tree. I was a layin’ hid one day close toa 
tree where the bars wur in the habit of makin’ their marks, waitin’ for 
one of ’em to come along. After a while I hears a noise close to me, 
and lookin’ aroun’, what should I see but a small bar walkin’ straight 
on his hind legs, with a big chunk in his arms? I could a’ shot him 
easy, but I was mity curious to see what he was gwine to do with that 
chunk. He carried it rite to the tree where the marks wur, stood it on 
eend against it, and then gittin’ on top of it reached way up the tree 
and made a big mark about afoot above the highest. He then got 
down, moved the chunk way off from the tree, and you never seen such 
caperin’ as he cut up. He would look up at his mark, and then lay down 
and roll over in the leaves, laughin’ outright, just like a person; no 
doubt tickled at the way somebody would be fooled. There was some- 
thin’ so human about it I hadn't the heart to s hoot him. 

‘‘Just to show how cunnin’ bars are I'll tell you what happened to me 
up in Arkinsaw. You see, one fall, before I gathered my corn, I kept 
missin’ it outer the field, and I knew the bars wur takin’ it, for I could 
see their tracks; but, what seemed mity curious, I never could find 
where they eat it—nary cob nowheres abouts. One mornin’ arly I hap- 
pened aroun’ the field, and there Isaw an old she and two cubs just 
come outer the patch, walking off with their arms fullo’ corn. I was 
determined to fiad out what they did with so much corn, and follered 
along after’em without makin’ any noise. Well, after goin’ nearly a 
mile, I saw em stop, and—gents, what do you think ’—there wasa pen 
full o’ hogs, and the bars wur feedin’ ’em. You see that season the hogs 
wur so poor, on account of having no mast, that they wouldn’t make 
even good bar feed, and these bars had actilly built a rail pen, put hoga 
in it, and were fattenin’ ’em with my corn !’’ 

I recollect well the first time I ever saw ‘‘Turkey Tom.’’ Some years 
since I was out hunting early one morning during the ‘‘gobbling sea- 
son,’’ and was quietly stealing through the woods, when I was suddenly 
accosted by some one issuing from a thicket. 

‘‘Hillo! I say, stranger, you aint seen nuthin of a one-eyed, ball-face, 
bob-tail pony cruising aroun’ here this mornin’ ?”’ 

‘“‘Nary one-eyed, ball-face, bob-tail pony, my friend,’’ I replied. 

‘‘Well, I reckun the little cuss has strayed off to’ards home.”’ 

The speaker was about moving on, when, seeing that he carried a rifle, 
I asked him if he had been successful in hunting. 

“Stranger,” he answered me, ‘I am allers successful, and it don’

show his tracks. Up in Arkinsaw once I hunted jest si haonea consi- 
derable spell afore I fixed him. I had my heart set on killing him, and I | 
actilly believe if I hada’t got that gobbler it would have been the death 


of me. He dodged me so long that I was jest wastin’ away to a shadder. 

That turkey roosted on my stomach and gobbled in my ears every night. 
At last, though, I fixed his flint for him. I diskivered he was too fat and 
too heavy to fly, and, findin’ it wur no manner of use tryin’ to burn pow- 
der at him, one mornin’ I put, my dogs on his scratchins. My dogs is 
fast, but they run that gobbler three hours before they caught him. The 
last mile I could track him jest by the grease that drapped outer him as 
he became heated, and whea the dogs picked him up he wur actilly 
nuthin but one gob of ile and feathers. Stranger, that gobbler’s beard 
was so long that he allers carried the end of it his mouth in running to 
keep from treadin’ on it, and his spurs were so big that I usedone of ’em 
for a powder horn. 

‘Remarkably large turkies you have in Arkinsaw,’’ I hinted. 

“Yes, stranger, but everything else is big in proportion in that State.

That is my earliest recollection of ‘Turkey Tom.”

Alluding to reminiscences, I am rejoiced if my scaly chat has recalled to 
memory the many pleasant hours which you have wiled away on the shady 
banks of the sparkling Amite, and spent in spinning the minnows over 
the clear lakes of “‘old Concordia,” casting about the mouth of the Co- 
codra, where bar-fish and trout most do congregate. Blessed are they 
‘“whose lines have fallen in pleasant places.’ What a host of reminis- 
cences must crowd upon you as you revert to the days of long ago—the 
days of picture painting and parlor life—the days spent by the rolling 
surf of the Southern Gulf, fishing, crabbing, and tempting the lazy gull 
within gunshot—the ruder days of hunter's life in swamp and canebrake 
—the days of ‘Live Oak Inspector,’’ shooting ibis and alligators along 
the sluggish Bayous of Louisiana—and, far back ia time, the days when 
you presided over the ‘‘Intelligencer”’ with your friend Patterson—not 
him, though, surnamed ‘‘Billy,’’ about whom the world is still so anx- 
iously putting the question, ‘“‘who struck him.” 

Softly! Perhaps, in rakingamong the ashes of the past, [have dis- 
turbed the grave of some long since buried hope, or resurrected some am- 
bition remembered but asa {fitful dream, or perhaps I have dug up some 
memento hidden that it might be forgotten, bringing only sorrow with its 
recollection! Peace be with thee and thine, ‘“‘Tom Owen.’’ May your 
shadow never grow less, and may you live a thousand years tu hold the 
reins with the ‘‘Senior’’ over the ¢rue ‘‘Spirit’’ team.

The majority of the crowd watered their nags, 
liquored themselves, and weut, like the Caledoniau ia tne story, ‘‘bock 
agen ;’’ but some huadreds of the sporting public, ourselves included, 
were tempted by the announcement that a half-price trot was to be ex- 
temporizcd for the benefit of those who wuuted to see something for their 
drive. By dint of pertiuacious inquiry we ascertained that some un- 
known amount (probably the gate money) was to be conteaded for by 
Hiram Woodrufi's Frank Temple (a relative oi Flora), and a mysterious 
animal under charge of the Californian whip, Eoff: the unknown was 
supposed to be the Western flyer, Honest Anse, and one of our informants 
added that he bad been or was to be re-christened after the Champion of 
America—we beg pardon, of the world. Both competitors are chesnut, 
but with the color their resemblance ehded, Tempie being a pretty little 
horse, with a square, high, and poesibly a tritle too ambitious action, 
while the mysterious stranger is a coarse looking animal of a very ‘‘old 
pelter-y’’ appearance, with a long low siride, and ascrambling grass- 
hopper-like movement of the hind legs that reminded us somewhat of 
old Trustee. A couple of wall or blind eyes (we are not sure which) did 
not improve bis beauty, though they suggested a possible reason for his 
new name, if it was given the day after the fight.

Neither horse could 
afford to waste auything in false starts ; they got well off together at the 
first attempt and went round the turn at a pace that sent them both up 
in arun. Ansecould run faster and catch quicker than Temple, and he 
sailed away with a long lead though the first half mile. Then he re- 
lieved his feelings by a little dance, and took so long to settle that he let 
Temple get up to him, but not by. In the rest of the third quarter they 
were close locked, Lemple having a trifle the best of it at the last turn ; 
but as soon as they were in a straight, Anse quietly scrambled into the 
first place, and woa handily by a length in 2:35. ‘There was some delay 
in the decision, either Hiram or some of his backers baving complained 
of something, but the Judges finally announced that Anse bad won the 
heat and the race as above, one of them subjoining thereunto his private 
opinion that ‘‘Eoff had driven like a man.’’ We suppose that the de- 
cisions of trotting Judges, like some more important ones, are only held 
conclusive in regard to the actual facts at issue, and not in reference to 
any extraneous matter.

Can you give any information aa to the hope, or chance, of disposing 
the specimen gua of Mr. Dougall; when will the gun trial take place to 
test its shooting execution ? 

i have recently received from Mr. D. a gun which he made expressly 
to my order, te supply the one which I sold to Mr. T. L. Yenger, lately 
deceased. Zhe guo sent me has two pair double-barrels, fitted to one 
stock ; length of barrel 31 and 28 inchcs, 12 gauge; weight, 7ibs. 8 oz., 
7ibs. 2 oz.; metal the finest Damascus ; nipple-holes, platinated metal ; 
the dressing out and finish of the barrel cannot be excelled ; the locks 
are most perfect, working not unlike the mainepring of a watch. The 
entire gun is a perfect specimen of gun-making, and I gave each of the 
barrels a trial, in competition with two other shooting guns, and they 
proved triumpnant at 40, 60, and 80 yards; at the latter distance, with 
No. 5 shot, } oz., 2} drachm of Hazzard’s Electric Powder. The 28-inch 
barrels put 16 pellets into 20 folded sheets of paper, a circle of 12 inches, 
which is extraordinary, as the other gun did not succeed to put a sin- 
gle shot or pellet in the paper circle. The gun and barrels are put up 
in a strong leather case (equare shaped), and is most convenient and safe 
for traneportation. The gun and its arrangements has been much ad- 
mired by our sportsmen, and considered the finest gun yet sent to this 
country by Mr. Dougall, who writes to state, i. ¢.: ‘I sent your fine gun 
to our University Conversazione, where the elite cf philosophers, &c., meet 
annually, and it was allowed to be something siartling, and I have the 
highest compliments paid me. I leave it to your good taste and expe- 
riece to corroborate this.’’ My experience convinces me that the guns of 
Mr. J. D. Dougall, tae Glasgow Gunmaker, are most admirable speci- 
mens of gun-making ; and at losg distances they rarely can be excelled 
for their penetration and close shooving execation ; ia the hands of true 
practical sportsmen, who are in possession of his guns they are much 
thought of. My fine Dougall guns did not arrive out in seazon of sn ipe- 
shooting ; and as all guns (proper) is now out of season, I shall hang up 
my ‘‘arms,’’ as monumente, for the opening campaiga of early fall—field 
sports.

The first attempt was a failure owing solely to the foot-people crowding into 
the course, but they were quickly re-formed and Mr. Hibburd instantly gave the 
signal to one of the best starts ever seen for so large a field, Sutton and Sir J- 
seph’s two alone losing any ground. Bentinck, who officiated as “pilot” for the 
Yankee, instantly rushed in front and was soon leading half a dozen lengths, fol- 
lowed after the first hundred yards by Winton (confounded by many with Rising 
Sun from the similarity of colors,) The Tiger and Restes, Nutbourne lying next 
inside with Tom Bowline, Northern Light, High Treason, Umpire, Manat Arms, 
Thormanby, and The Wizard in a cluster at his heels; Mainstone being elmost 
in the middle, whilst in the rear were Vesta, Sutton, Sir Joseph’s two, Rising 
Sun, and Leprochaun, the latter of whom was soon out of the race. Before 
reaching the top of the hill, Bentinck’s lead was considerably diminished, and 
at the mile post he was stopped. The running was then taken up at an improved 
pace—far from a ‘‘clipper’’—by Restes, who went on with a slight lead of Nut- 
bourne; and The Tiger and Winton beating a retreat in the furzes, left Tom 
Bowline, Northern Light, and High Treason in immediate attendance upon Nut- 
bourne. Next to them, as nearas we could make out, succeeded, The Wizard, 
Horror, Thormanby, Man-at-Arms, and Umpire, the latter being on the outside ; 
and in good places at this point lay Buccaneer, Dangu, The Rap, and Mainstone, 
whilst the following lot, which presented a lengthy tail, were altogether out of 
the race :—Wallace, Error, Loiterer, Rising Sun, Largesse, and Leprochaun, tle 
latter of whom ran very unkind from the moment of starting. Except that Nut- 
bourne (who was next the rails) headed Restes about a neck in descending the 
hill, when the second division began to close up with the leading pair, there was 
no change of moment until after rounding Tattenham Corner, where Umpire 
went up to the leading horses, and, on the break down of Nutbourne at the 
road, had his head first for a stride or two perhaps. His advantage, however, 
was but momentary, as The Wizard ran through his horses at this point, and 
pulling double took a lead of a couple of lengths. His immediate followers now 
consisted of Tom Bowline, Dangu, The Drone, and Horror on the lower ground, 
and Restes, Umpire, Man at Arms, High Treason, Buccaneer, and Thormanby 
on the right, the latter (who was slightly disappointed at the top of the hill 
through striking iuto Umpire’s heels, which caused Custance to come outside of 
his horses,) being on the whip hand of everything. A quarter of a mile from 
home the American was beaten, and Buccaneer holding out signals of djstress 
soon afterwards, also gave up the chase ; the next to give way before reaching 
the distance being Restes, High Treason, Man-at-Arms, and Tom Bowline, ful- 
lowed shortly afterwards by The Drone. At this point Thormanby, at whom 
Custance had been “niggling” for some little time previously, came out on the 
upper ground when called upon, and overhauling The Wizard at every stride, 
deprived the favorite of the lead opposite the upper end of the Stand enclosure, 
and won easily by a length and a half. Horror, who had a taste of the whip at 
Tattenham Corner, and was riddén home for a place, passed Dangu fifty yards 
from the chair, and finished third, four lengths from the favorite, as far in ad- 
vance of the French horse. Ata wider interval Sir William was fifth, Restes 
being sixth, Umpire seventh, and Buccaneer eighth, sufficiently clear of each 
other to enable us to guarantee their positions; and next to them succeeded 
High Treason, Mainstone, Man-at-Arms, Cape Flyaway, and The Drone, who 
passed the post in the order named. The others straggled in at wide intervals, 
and the last lot comprised Winton, Wallace, Ebony, Tom Bowline, Loiterer, 
Largesse, Lanchester, The Tiger, and Vesta. Nett value of the stakes, £6,200.

Lou isa brown, withouta 
white hair about her, 15 hands 1 inch high ; she has a neat and blood- 
like head, good shoulders, deep in the chest, high withers, short back, 
good barrel, and legs which, though small, are hard and springy as tem- 
pered steel. I heard it intimated that she can be bought, as her owner 
(Gen. W. W. Woodfolk, of Nushville,) contemplates eelling off all his 
racing stock and reserving only his brood mares. But of this I may speak 
hereafter. He exhibited to-day upon the track a very fine Lexington 
two-year-old, and another filly of the same age by Kamas. Both are 
very promising—the looks of the former being rather faulty, pe-haps, 
but I have seen worse run well 

There were five races and two walks during the week, the money won 
amounting to $2900. The new Ciub, organised on Wednesday last, 
already numbers over seventy members, and is destined to become one of 
the best and most influential in the country, as you may judge by the 
names of the officers I have furnished. The utmost harmony and good 
order prevailed during the meeting, and one of the, most gratifying evi- 
dences of the success which awaits the Nashville Jockey Club and course, 
is the fact that an additioaal number of ladies belonging to the leading 
families of Tennessee honored the course with their presence on each 
succeeding day.

WHITBY (CAN.) RACES

The Whitby Races, the past meeting, were exceedingly successfal. 
Nothing couid be more imposing than the fine show of splendid horses 
on the ground ‘The attendance of persons on the course was uousaally 
large, and could not bave been less than 2.000, the firet day, amongst 
whom the number of ladies was considerable. Visitors from Toronto 
Loadon, Montreal, Kingston, and all the towns along the Lake muste 
in lage force, the steamer Maple Leaf which started from Cobourg that 
morving bringing in about 800 persons, Sevaral of our American neigh- 
bors from Ogdeneburgh, Rochester, &c., were Observable amongst the 
crowd. ‘Tue weather was unusually fine, and nothing could exceed the 
favorable condition of tae track. From an early hour in the morning 
the road from the town to the race ground was thronged with passengers 
and travellers of every description, and before two o'clock the grand 
stand, and every available favorite spot from which a goot view could 
be obtained, were fairly thronged. At two o’clock the signal was given 
from the Judges stand to ‘‘get ready’’ and in five minutes more the word 
to ‘mount’ was given. Seven horses came to the score in the first race, 
which was for the Iunkeepers’ Purce of $100, with an inside stake of $16 
each ; and at the word ‘‘go’’ asight presented itself to the eager and ex- 
cited spectators which has never been equalledin any race-course in 
Canada, and rarely, if ever exceeded on any course on the American Con- 
tinent. Seven splendid horses in the most perfect condition for ronoing. 
tore dway from the score, with a cheer that rent the afr, and up to the 
first quarter, it was ‘difficult to say which had the advantage. All ap- 
peared to be locked “‘in a heap.’’ Marksman here shoved out a head, 
Matilda, Kenneth and Dick, being only about 4 length behind, at the 
half mile post, and Wild Irishman, Lily, and Blacklock, following close 
on their heels. Oa the home stretch Dick pushed Marksman so hard, 
that the latter only wn the heat by a neck, time, 1:47. All the other 
horses were within the distance post in good time. Competent Judges 
and sportmen present, declared this to be the best contested heat, and 
to present the finest running they hadever witnessed. ‘The second heat 
was equally well contested, Kenneth winning by barely a length, Marke- 
man being eecond. ‘Time, 1:57. Markham Blacklock were dis- 
tanced in this heat. Te third heat exbibited similar splendid and close 
running, as between Dick, Kenneth, Matilda, Marksman and Irishman ; 
Kenneth and Markeman crossing the gcore at a dead heat, amidst the 
most deafening checre. Lilly dropped a little behind in this heat, but 
got within in zood time.

In the fifth and last heat the contest was between Nelly and Lilly to de- 
cide the race, both horses being pretty well fagged. They started from 
the score under whip and rein side by side to the quarter pole, when 
Nelly opened a gap and took the lead, Lilly still under the whip, 
and Nelly under a tight rein. At the half-mile pole Nelly led about four 
open lengths and continued to keep it until just before coming to the 
last quarter when she stumbled and strained herself.

LETTER FROM J. P.S. 
Oxgcon, Dane Co., Wis., May 26, 1860, 

Dear ‘‘Spirit’’—What a blessed thing it is to be ‘‘anywhere ont of the 
world,’’ for a period of rest especially, after one has been doing noth 
in one of those mest abominable of abominations—a Western city—for 4 
six month. The clear open sky of the country, with pure oxygen to 
breathe, instead of the smoke-draped atmosphere and hidden ether of 
the town, and the forest and prairie, with the streams that wind along, 
and the birds and flowers that are scattered over the face of Nature, are 
substitutes for mudded streets and carboniferous houses—impure airs ang 
dirty water. 

Spring, the glorious season of the poets and otber green things—ig 
upon us here with all the lovely accompaniments of returning verdure 
aud beautiful birds. The leaves of the forest are green again, the whip- 
poor-will and the bobolinks are singing around as of old, and the smiling 
maiden of the lyrical love has come back to the regions of the North 
while the chill of winter is scarcely gone. 


**I come, I come! ye have called me long, 

I come o’er the mountains with light and song ; 
Ye may trace my step o’er the wakening earth, 
By the winds which tell of the violet’s birth, 

By the primrose stars in the shadowy grass, 

By the green leaves opening as I pass.’’ 





As I sit here this balmy afternoon—the people of the Sunny South 
never knew a sunnier—and gaze at the blue ridge that lies out against 
the Northern sky of far distant forests and arbored vales, I wonder what 
is doing in the world beyond. We have read of the ‘‘great fight’’—have 
digested the loathsome accounts, and conclude that of all that is brutal- 
izing and beastly, pugilism ‘‘tops the heap.’’ We have read of the great 
convention at the South, and now await further news from the one still 
nearer. As Annesley Beecher, in Davenport Dunn, says: ‘‘there’s a big 
run and a heavy pot,’’ but I suppose that ere this the ‘‘animals’’ have 
finished the ‘‘home stretch,’’ and who is the winner? In the political way 
there is considerable stir among the farmers about the Homestead Bill. 
Passed and gone into effect it would create a rush among the old settlers, 
even here and hereabouts, who would part with their mortgaged farms 
at a discount, o’er glad to get a piece of unencumbered land, even were 
it on the borders of the North Pole. 

It is astonishing what a business the money-lenders have in this sec- 
tion of the country. I can take you to-day on ‘‘our hill’’ and point out 
to you, perhaps twenty farms lying in all their sleeping powers of repro- 
duction at your feet, aud.every one of them has the hand of the money- 
lender on the ‘‘best sixty,’’ the ‘‘wooded eighty,’’ or the 100 acres. 
of ‘‘breaking.’’ Im fact, there is more of mortgage than cultivation 
on many of them, and the poor owners toil year in and year out with 
the dreamy stubborn obstacle of ‘‘twelve per cent’’ in their very path. 
If they manage to pay the interest they do well, but frequently the 
principal accrues to an extent that justifies (perhaps) a ‘“‘lookin’ to’’ on 
the part of the usurer, and then comes down on him with a foreclosure. 
The farms goes off ata low bid, and the man is set adrift once more 
upon the world with fifty dollars in his pockets, and fi—ve (I had almost 
said fifty) children at his heels. Such is new country life. Many of the 
farmers came here years ago with grand expectations as to the future 
productiveness and richness of the really good land. They had perhaps 
aesmall capital that would have gotten them an ‘‘eighty,’’ and given 
them a surplus; but no! nothing short of 160 acres or 200 would do, 
and away he goes to the money man and gets a few hundreds at 12, 16, 
or even 25 per cent (I write from actual knowledge—knowing whereo! 
I speak), and gets his quarter section of land, but covers half, two-thirds, 
or more ofit witha bond! No wonder that so many are turned adrift, 
as I have said, when the once strong sinews of the man and sturdy en- 
ergies of the mind are worn and torn and seared by time and labor, and 
they can work no more. And as for the lenders! I could place my hand 
on one to-day who lives not a league from here. Would that I could— 
could hold him up to the gaze of honest men, and mark him forever with 
a brand as one who robbed his neighbor of his every collar, then turned 
him on the world. The Legislature has this winter reduced the rate of 
interest from the former ruinous figure to 10 per cent., which puts the 
spoiler a peg lower, but when there is achance for a safe ‘private swap’” 
for 20 per cent off of some poor farmer—he’s there. But these things 
will be righted one of these days, perhaps, though God knows whether it 
will be in the lifetime of us or our sons. Free-labor is not without its 
faults and lackings, and the Homestead Bill will be a good lift for the 
settler, and for the North as a whole. 

I was am used to see that letter in that great chronicle of fights from that 
worn out, played out, short-lived lion of yesterday—the Hon. Grantley 
F. Berkeley. There is nothing more ridiculous and despicable than the 
assumed (or natural) bombast and importance of those ‘‘sons of Albion,’’ 
who have from time to time visited our shore, and who surely have done 
little honor to the name of Englishmen. I might cite several cases 
where the hospitality and generosity of our countsymen have been made 
the jest and ridicule of returned gentlemen, whose only possessions were 
@ sovereign or two and a hereditary title ‘‘worth its weight’’ (as my ci d- 
vant friend, Bob D—, used to say) ‘‘in sawdust’’—just about. There are 
noble exceptions to the rule, bat the generality of Englishmen who have 
toured it in this country, have satisfactorily affirmed their legitimacy 
by being all the old Saxons were in churlishness, rudeness, and assump- 
tion. 

The crops, &c., bere are in a splendid condition, and there is a fair pre- 
mise of a return of the good old times of good crops and plenty of them. 
The failure of the grain, &c., last year, added to various misfortunes, 
have occasioned a considerable depression in the money market, if we 
ean call the country finances such, and a healthy strong crop is needed to 
produce an equilibrium, so to speak, in the affairs of the people.

Boone, on the 
other hand, bad been kept and prepared expressly for thisoccasion. He, 
however, appeared too full, and had, what trainers call, a ‘‘green look,”’ 
but he had all his speed about him. At the tap of the drum, in the first 
heat, Boone got off with a slight lead which he kept for little more than 
half a mile, when his rider succeeded in getting him in the rear, keeping 
him there until they had gone a mile and three-quarters, when he call- 
ed on Daniel, and he went right to the fore without laying for a mo- 
ment alongside of his horses. It was as quick as lightning. The 
horses all looked well after the heat. When called for the second heat,

LETTER FROM “NICHOLAS SPICER.” 
Port Roya, Va., March 21st, 1860. 

Dear ‘‘Spirit’’—I arrived here to-day, aftera rather disagreeable tem 
miles’ drive, owing toa strong North-wester blowing in my face the 
whole way. Iam unable to cross the Rappahannock to-day on account 
of the heavy gale. I should think, judging from the mad caps running, 
and from the tossing of the waves as they pursue one another, that old 
Boreas must be in a thundering passion about something. 

Port Royal is in Caroline, and located just on the banks of the Rappa- 
hannock. The banks at this point are quite high and bluffly, and a con- 
siderable portion of the town being situated upon these high bluffs, gives 
to the whole a unique and picturesque appearance. Nature has been 
quite lavish in bestowing her gifts on Port Royal and its vicinity ; witha 
good stock of energy and some capital, it might yet come to be ‘‘some 
pumpkins” asa place of export ‘The private reridences, yards, and 
gardens, evince considerable taste as well as refinement. This is a great 
country for good living, and at Gibbes’ Hotel, where I am very comfor- 
tably situated, I find at every meal rock shad, perch, oysters, and wild 
duck, with the finest sweet potatoes imaginable. 

Just above the town is the fine estates of William Bernard and Brock 
enborough Peyton, Exsqs. Just above, and on the opposite side of the 
river, you can behold the fine estate of Austin Fitzhugh, Esq. ; a little 
below comes the splendid private residences and farms of Messrs. George 
and Cariolinus Turner ; immediately opposite the neat little village of 
Port Conway, and running smack up to it, is the fine estate of Lieutenant 
Smith ; a few miles below, and on the Caroline side of the river, and you 
reach the magnificent residence of Wm. Pratt, Esq. The steamboata 
William Selden and Virginian touch here on their way from Baltimore to 
Fredricksburg. ‘These estates lying on the Rappahannock, and adjacent 
to Port Royal and Port Conway, are really magnificent, and give evi- 
dence of being ina high state of successful cultivation. This must be one 
of the finest, if not the very best wheat-growing portion of Virginia. 

Having to spend a whole day in Port Royal, awaiting the convenience 
of the wind and the tides, I spent the same vey pleasantly in witnessing 
the modus operandi of entrapping shad with the ‘‘gill nets.’’ Quite a large 
and lucrative business is catried on here by the ‘gill-netters ;’’ the shad 
are caught here, packed in ice, and shipped principal] y; I learn, to the 
Philadelphia market. I have formed the acquaintance here of several es- 
tim ible citizens, and amongst the rest, the highly popular Common 
wealth’s Attorney for Caroline, Randolph Peyton. Esq., Dr. Boulware, 
P. H.Pendleton, Esq., all very pleasant gentlemen indeed. Messrs, Pen- 
dleton and Thornton appeat to bo the prindtpn! merchants of the town 
‘Twelve miles below Port Royal, and in Essex County, you reach the 
large and elegant mansion of Col. Richard Baylor. Col. B.'s is one of 
those palatial establishments occasionally to be found in lower Virginia. 
His house, colossal in size, is yet adorned with all the improvements of 
modern architecture. Situated on a grand eminence, it commands a fine 
view of the Rappahannock River, which ripples quietly along at the foot 
of Col. Baylor’s estate. The Colonel is a gentleman of rare literary tastes 
and acquirements, refined in taste, courtly yet cordial in manner, he ia 
one of those who captivates the stranger ‘‘at first sight.’’ I very much 
enjoyed a moment's inspection of paintings, rare specimens of art, along 
with his superb and well-stored library. I then took a look at the Colo- 
ncel’s fine improved stock, consisting of Short Horns, Devons, and Kaisi 
cattle. Amongst his many very fine horses I was particularly struck 
with his Trustee horse and Morgan mare. The Colonel is a gentleman of 
almost untold wealth, possessed of great liberality, backed by a keen 
judgment, and spares neither pains or expense to improve his farm and 
his stock of every description, consequently one may expect to find, as is 
the case, everything about his immense establishment quite au fait. In 
addition to this large estate lying on the Rappahannock, the Colonel 
owns a magnificent one lying on the James River. His plantation, taken 
all in all, reminds me more forcibly of B. A. Alexander's model farm, in 
cld Kaintuck, than anything I have yet seen. With much regret, and a 
promise to return and spend a week with the Colonel in viewing the to- 
pography of the country, making the acquaintance of his neighbors and 
friends, etc., [cut out for ‘Lloyds,’’ distant about eight miles, where 
Larrived just as a brilliant sun is sinking beneath a golden horizon. 
Here I put up with James Bayliss, who keeps a very comfortable private 
entertainment indeed. Lloyds is a very small! village, some four miles 
below Loretto, contains one very large and fine country store, a black- 
smith’s shop, and many opulent gentlemen reside near by. Here in this 
quiet village Senator R. M. TL. Hunter, now prominent for Presidential 
honors, received his first political start. A large white house, some half- 
mile from this village, and in full view, is the present quiet residence of 
the greatly beloved and distinguished Senator. 

After a pleasant day and night spent at Lloyds, I locomoted towards 
Tappahannock, where I arrived in time to get a most excellent dinner, 
at the Rappahannock House, kept by those gentlemanly proprietors, 
Messrs. Banjhan and Meuse. Oh! dear, what a place for good living 
Tappahannock is. I never saw the like before in my bora days. Cove 
oysters three inches thick, and broad as a saucer, beating the far-famed 
Tuscaroras of New York city out of sight, soft and hard crabs, terrapins, 
canvas-back ducks, teals, mallards, ete., rock ‘a la mode,’ with fried and 
baked shad, and ‘‘planked’’ shad, and ten-pound sweet potatoes, strewed 
in luxuriant profusion all around you, and a bottle of Heidsick just in 
front. Dick, what would you do under the circumstances —imitate Davy 
Crockett, en? Oh! dear, I begin to feel tender about my big toes. 8e

A FEW WORDS ABOUT THE DERBY. 
BY ‘‘CARL BENSON.’’ 

Weli, the long agony is over, the Derby is run, Umpire is not placed, 
and our people are sadly cut up. They have no business to be, any 
more than they had to be so sanguine beforehand. Umpire’s public 
performances, which were all the outsiders really had to go by —(out siders 
include all who do not know the horses personally, and, of course, all 
the American public)—made him just as good a horse as High Treason, 
and no better; and he would have been at 20 to 1, and no better, but 
for the frighteued rush that the layers of the long odds against him 
made to hedge. People thought they had other reasons for confidence ; 
Mr. Ten Broeck was confident himself—he always is: Englishmen who

did, a still more decisive defeat appeared to be the inevitable doom of the 
game, but on this occasion, over-matched little Morgan Che announce- 

| ment therefore, that the two-mile match was ‘‘off’’ caused no surprise» 


and the simultaneous intelligence that the proud representative of New 
Jersey was to enter the lists against the renowned Flora, had also been 
generally anticipated for some days previous. 

The achievements of the ‘‘little bay mare’’ are such household words 
all over the country, that we deem it unnecessary to go into any recapi- 
tulation of them. But as some of our readers may not have followod 
so closely the brief but brilliant career of Patchen, we will merely re- 
mind them that last season he trotted in harness two miles in 5:013— 
5:034, being the best time ever made, except by Flora, and (on one oc- 
oasion under saddle) by, Lady Suffolk ; that he contended at mile heats 
in harness several times against Brown Dick and Lady Woodruff, with 
varied success, but always with credit to himself, that in one of these 
trots he won the first, second, and fifth heats in 2:26}—2:26}—2:29, the 
best fifth heat on record, and that finally he entered the lists against 
Flora herself, saddle against harness. Flora won the first two heats in 
2:28—2:23, and also came out a length abead on the last heatin 2:24, 
but in consequence of her having crossed Patchen in the homestretch, 
the heat was adjudged to him, and the race was afterwards drawn and 
never trotted out. In his recent matches with Ethan Allen he made a 
second heat to harness in 2:24, and a second heat to waggon in 2:26. 

Flora having gone a second heat to harness in 2:22, and a first heat to 
wagon in 2:25 (without taking into account her Western performance, 
said to have made a hole in the twenties,) tlte record was undoubtedly 
in Ler favor, but Patchen’s friends relying on the quiet and easy style of 
trotting which he had exhibited in his late victories over Allen, were 
ready to take the chances. They argued that he had beaten Ethan with 
two seconds or more in band, that the homestretch, Flcra’s favorite place 
for letting out, wa3 his also; that he wouldn’t mind trailing her if she 
outfooted him anywhere, whereas if he could once outfoot her she was 
‘‘gone,”’ that she rarely did herself justice the first race of the season, 
&e., &c. The upshot of all this was that at the New York Club a strong 
disposition displayed itself to back Patchen at 50 to 100, but Flora’s 
friends there would give no sucb odds, although in other quarters it was 
reported that as much as 100 to 40 could be readily had on the mare. 

Tuesday, the Sth, was the day originally appointed for the contest, but 

the heavy showers which fell during the previous night and Ahat morn- 
ing caused the trot to be postponed. The announcement was not made 
in time to prevent several thousand people from going more or less of 
the way. For such as actually reached the course an extempore enter- 
tainment (noticed elsewhere) was provided. This delay stimulated still 
further the already sufficiently excited curiosity of tbe public, and a very 
large crowd assembled on Wednesday. In saying that 8000 persons were 
present we are certainly within the mark ; and very possibly 9000 or 
even 10,000 might be nearer the real oumber. On reaching the ground 
we found Patchen stock decidedly in the ascendant. The betting, which 
a few days previous had beer 100 to 70 on the mare, was now even, witt& 
Patchen for choice, and before starting he had decidedly the call, 100 to 
80, 100 to 75, and finally 100 to 70 being freely laid on him. The stal- 
lion looked fit to trot for a man’s life; Flora had cut her quarter two days 
before, (which was probably the cause of her retrogade movement), and 
certainly did not look so blooming as her big rival, but in warming up 
she showed the same fine turn of epeed which had so often borne her to 
the goal triumphant. 224 was the lowest figure generally named io time 
betting, though adventurous spirits were not wanting who staked their 
pile on asecond lower, under the supposition that Patchen might be 
beaten, and that if he was, 2:22 must be beaten a'so ; which double con- 
tingency came to pass exactly. Patchen drew the pole, and at a quarter 
of four the horses came up for the 

First heat—Public expectation was destined to be held in suspense 
some time longer. First Flora broke, then Patchen pulled up, then they 
started off with Flora a length behind (some outsiders giving the word), 
and raced like mad round the turn before the Judges could bring them 
back. Finally they got off at theeighth attempt. Scarcely had the word 
been given when Flora broke, and though she caught so quickly that 
few persons noticed it, she lost a length, by which disiance Patchen led 
hes round the turn. Half way up the quarter she made a rush, went by 
P hen, and led a length to the quarter pole in 35 sec , but could not 


xet far enough ahead to take the track from him. Early in the second 
quarter Patchen collared the mare; fora few strides they hung close 
locked, then the stallion in his turn opened out, and was first at the 
half mile by a length in 1:11. In the third quarter Flora closed up, and 
was nearly even round the last turn. Now came the tug of war. Both 
horses were famous fer their flight of speed in the homestretch, and will 
did they sustain their reputation. First Flora seemed to be trotting 
right over Patchen, and at the drawgate was a full length in advauce, 





saw the horse at Goodwood said he was very good-looking. Whena 
horse wins that is very apt to be said. I remember when Ventre St. 
Gris won the Chantilly Derby by an infernal fluke, people declared that 
he looked like Monarque. When he had run all the rest of the season | 
nowhere, they found out that he looked like a brute—which he was. 

Umpire’s standing, according to his public performances, was pointed 
out over and over again in Bell, and ‘‘Carl Bengon’’ did his best last year 
to call the attention of the ‘‘Spirit’s'’ readers to it. When we consider 
in additioa that Umpire was ill last winter, and notoriously prepared in 
a hurry, he certainly did quite as well as can be expected to get a front 
place in the ruck. 

The race was not a fast one; 2:55, at the rate of a mils in 1:56%, and 
10 seconds slower than Blink Bonny’s year. It would seem that of that 
magvificent lot of 2 yr. olds very few had wintered well. This suspicion 
is confirmed by Dangu’s place—fourth—just where he was in his own 
Derby. (Here let us pause to give three cheers for Madame Latache de 
Fay, the first lady that ever won a Derby—even a French one—and her 





horse Beauvais who carried off the prize at Chantilly.) That Dangu, 
who has never won anything at home, should, just after running a severe 


condition, seems incredible.

They 
got off at the second attempt ; Flora had a little the best of the start and 
led Patchen a length round the turn; he then closed on her, and she 
passed the quarter only aneck ahead. Immediately after Patchen broke, 
and lost two lengths and a balf; but he did not by any means ‘‘go all 
to pieces,’’ as had been predicted, and on settling he struck a tremen- 
dous gait, and lapped Flora as she passed the half mile. All through 
the third quarter he was at her shoulder, but on turning into the straight 


the mare drew away, aud led a length at the drawgate. Patchen then | 


made a splendid rally, and was only beaten a neck over the score in 2:24. 
Tallman entered a pretext, alleging that McMann had crowded him out- 
wards at the drawgate, but the Judges awarded the heat to Flora. 

Third heat—100 to 20 on Flora. They got off at the fourth or fifth at- 
tempt, and the first quarter was exactly a repetition of that in the second 
beat, Flora leading a length round the turn, and Patchen then closing 
on her till she was only a neck in advance at the quarter, (36 sec.) Here 
the stallion made one of the finest bursts ever seen, and gaining on Flora 
at every stride, was first at her shoulders, then head and head with ber, 
then a neck in advance, till he opened daylight, and passed the half-mile 


| @ clear length in advance in 1:09. Sky-rending shouts went up from 


race, beat Buccaneer and Umpire, if either of them was in any kind of |

the Jersey men, and swelled higher still as the big horse, who really 
looked as if he was only just beginning to trot, increased the gap to two 
lengths and a half, and maintained his advantage throughout the third 
quarter. Round the last turn swung Patchen with the inside, and a 
commanding lead, and the clamor waxed louder than ever. But Flora 
having got into ber old place, came bome likea hurricane. At the 
drawgate she lapped Patchen, inside the mile distance she collared him 
with one of her irresistible bursts, pulled him off his feet, and won the 
heat and the race by a short Jength iu 2:21} 

Thus ended one of the very prettiest trots ever seen. While the re- 
sult adds another wreath to the laurel crown of the peerless Flora, it 
cannot be said to detract anything from the remarkable merits of Patchen. 
He trotted the first half wile of the third heat in 1:09; (the fastest half- 
mile on record, unless we err greatly), he was beaten a short half length, 
a neck and a short iength in the three fustest consecutive heats ever trotted. The 
time of the second heat may have disappointed some of his friends, but 
when we consider that the whole time of the three heats is the best ever 
made by 2} seconds (Flora’s 2:23}—2:22—2:23} being the best hitherto); 
nay that, assuming Patchen to have been beaten half a second in each 
heat—and he was not beaten so much—his whole time is a second better than 
Flora’s on any former occasion, We Cannot see that his defeat ought io any 


way to impair his renown. This time we must reverse the Span ish pr

HOW CARL BENSON WENT TO THE REGATT, 
What he Saw and whathe Didn’t See. Being an Extract Sen 
his Diary. 


“The morn is very dark, love, 
And the day is very mean, 
But merrily bounds my bark, love 
To wit, the Josephine.”

June 7. Had been the best part of yesterday at the trot, or on the way 
thither and thence, smoking much and eating nothing. Visited by a 
succession of nightmares and horses. Kept continually dreaming that 
I was Patchen coming down the home stretch, and Flora Overhauling 
me. Scrambled up at seven. Just as I had finished a toilette fit for the 
society of ‘‘virtuous and intellectual females,’’ it began to rain, banish. 
ing all possible idea of walking, and driving me to take refuge jp th, 
cars. No time to change dress or eat breakfast. Cars full of ‘‘the tag any 
rag and bobtail of mankind’’—womankind and childkind too. Made my- 
self as small as possible, and collapsed into perusal of @ “Tribune. 
Fulton Ferry. Looked at my gloves and fully comprehended why the 
‘Tribune’’ was called a black Republican paper. Fortunately had ano. 
ther pair in pocket. Lit a cigar in lieu of breakfast, coiled myself Up in 
the least bespit corner of the ‘‘Gents’ Cabin,’’ and meditated on my 
horseless condition. ‘Tried to invent an aphorism ala Francaise, but cou’ 
elaborate nothing better than this. A man without horses is like a dog with 
three legs ; he may get along, but he can't get along fast or comfortably. Fulton 
St, N. ¥Y. Mud, not qguiteso bad as onthe Boulevards. Arrived at g:, 
Paul’s without serious damage. Morecars. Greenwich Village. Hadn't 
been there since it was a village or asuburb, when Charles St. was the 
end of all houses, and 21st street a long way in the country. Morton- 
street ; wonder how many ofthe club knew where that was before they 
were told. Last year, Iam informed, some of them went three mil, 
out of the way, and brought up somewhere in Pearl-street. No such 
fate befel me, as I had carefully studied the route on a map inadvance, 
Half-past nine. On board Josephine, and felt repaid for all the toils and 
perils of the journey. When it comes to the fair sex, we can give points 
toall creation. English girls are very fine raw material, but they are 
brought up in a way which I cannot define otherwise than as on the curb, 
consequently they can’t make the running in conversation ; and then 
their dress! It isan abuse of termsto say that an Englishwoman is drese/ 
at all ; she looks as if her clothes had been flying in a hurricane and she 
had drenched them accidentally.

Still not sorry, under the circumstances, when 
lunch time came. Some ladies couldn’t eat, because the knives were 
imperfectly cleaned. Advised them to try the experiment of going with- 
out dinner one day, and without breakfast the next, as I had done, and 
they would cease to ba fastidious about such minor details.

—fair fixed by legal tariff, forty cents a cab for that distance, at the out- 
side.

" yf the bell, and a puff or two, we were off, as jolly a lot as ever met 
torother. ‘Che rain soon began to fall, and continued until near Louis- 
a at 2 P. M., when it ceased long enough for us to reach the Galt 


Hause, and walk out to see our friends. At four the rain began again, 
bu! kindly held up for half an hour at nine o'clock, to enable me to 
ih the hotel again. Upthe next morning at sharp four o'clock, and 
n five two car loads of Tennesseeans and Kentuckians were on their 
yf to the Lexivgton Races. Arrived here about ten A. M., and found 
out friend S. D. Bruce, Esq., waiting for me; so that I was relieved from 
all trouble and anxiety, and was soon comfortably located at the Phoenix, 
and in half an hour thereafter was on my way to the track behind Mr. 
Bruce's three-minute four-year-old, a very beautiful bay gelding, as quict 
and gentle asa lamb, and yet with spirit enough to go the pace, and that 
stylishly. As may be supposed, I found the track in very bad condition, 
being nearly fetlock deep in many places. The stands are neither stylieh 
nor large; they are similarly situated to the Louisville stands—the Ci- 
tizens’ Stand being to the right and the Ladies’ and Members’ Stand to 
the left of the Judges, while the timers occupy a stand on the opposite 
or inside of the track. The turn commences not ten yards from the 
Timers’ Stand, and a slight ascent begins about ten or fifteen yards fur- 
ther on, and ends at about 200 yards from the stand, when the descent 
commences, and reaches to the quarter; the horses have level running 
for nearly a quarter of a mile, and an ascent and descent of about the 
game distance to near the third-quarter, from where there is but one 
short rise to the stand. The straight stretches are eacha little more 
than a quarter of a mile long. and the two ends form gradual turns, 
making the complete mile. On the ascent and descent the track was in 
much better order than in the bottoms, where the water had settled, 
and made the track in many place very heavy and deep. The scenery 
around the track is very beautiful, and the inside ground is covered with 
plue grass, and is admirably suited for an immense concourse of people, 
as from the mile distance post to the draw-gate it is some ten feet higer 
than the track. A number of trees situated at intervals from the three- 
mile distance post to the end of the mound, throws a grateful shade over 
the fielders, which is very refreshing. Everything connected with the 
track is kept in the most admirable condition, by the Superintendent, 
Mr. Jas. WINGATE. 
Before commencing the legitimate races, I will report two trotting 
matches which came off here on Saturday, as follows :

The race on Monday was for the Association Stakes of $100 each, h. 
ft., with a silver pitcher added, for which there were thirty-one nomina- 
tions and seven started—Solferino, Betty Ward, Zeb. Ward’s Albion 
filly, two Vandal fillies, Lucy Fowler, and Sailor. Betty was the favorite 
at odds against the field, and singular to say, these odds continued to be 
given freely with but little variation almost to the start, when the friends 
of the beautiful Lexington held back, and were less extravagant in their 
proposals. The stands being well filled, and that part being appropriated 
for ladies being graced with a fair representation, the bell «vas rang for 
the horses, and at 12 M. Lucy Fowler went off without the word, and 
having made the circuit, came up again, and all went off—not together, 
but straggling and struggling. Ward’s Albion filly cut out the running, 
followed by Bradley & Graves’ Vandal, and Solferino, and Betty Ward, 
to past the Walnut tree between the half and third quarter, when the 
Lexington went up, passed each in succession, and won the heat easily 
in 1:563. 

Second heat—The start was a good one ; Solferino was in front at the 
turn, and had opened a gap ofa length at the quarter, when three others 
went up to him, and were so close together that my poor eyes were un- 
able to distinguish them. As they neared the walnut tree, however, 
Solferino took first position, and was soon a clear length ahead, Betty 
Ward being third, and Zeb. Ward’s filly fourth, Sailor, I think, second. 
At the turn into the homestretch Solferino and Betty were lapped, and 
the shouts of the knowing ones rent the air, but before they died 
out the Yorkshire colt was in front of the Lexington again, and 
the filly’s rider, seeing he had no chance for the heat, pulled her 
up after she passed the distance. Time, 1:55. The yells of the field- 
ers might have been heard a short distance off, if not further, and 
everybody went to bet upon the colt, but nobody wanted to bet the other

i Third heat—A good start was made after considerable trouble in get- 
ting Betty in position, and Solferino took a lead of halfa length on mak- 
ing the turn, which he increased to a length at the quarter, and they 
ran thus to the turn into the homestretch, when Solferino gradually 


widened the gap, and came home four or five lengths ahead, in 1:543.

Second heat—An even start was made, but the way they ‘‘spread them- 
selves’ was a caution, for before going two hundred yards Goodwood 
had a lead of three lengths, and Breckinridge was about five behind Gly- 
cera. Gil. Patrick began to close the gap before reaching the quarter, 
which Goodwood and the mare passed a length apart, and before they 
reached the half mile they were dead locked. You will please putin 
here a few shouts for the mare, and afew more when they come to the 
walnut tree, and a commingling of Goofwood and Glycera cheers as they 
entered the homestretch ; the latter, however, ‘‘dried up’’ as Goodwood 
passed the stand a length ahead, and maintained his advantage to the 
half mile, when Gil. again called upon the mare, and they ran past 
the tree lapped, and again entered the homestietch dead locked, amid 
the most intense excitement.

Second heat—A bad start, Campbell being some thirty yards behind 
the foremost horse.

Not being provided with the colors of 
the riders, and knowing but one of the entries, it is, of course, impos- 
sible to give anything like a description of the ruoning. ‘The placing 
will show how they camein. After the first heat, Buford’s Vandal was 
the favorite at $260 to $160 agst. the field, and after the second heat 
Terrill became the favorite, selling for $170, Buford $90, Berry 45, aud 
Eagle $31, the others fetching almost nothing. Robbins winning the 
third heat, caused the odds to change again, and one or two hundreds 
were invested on his winning. 

Fourth heat—The field was now reduced to three. The start wasa 
good one, and as almost every man, woman, and child, on the ground, 
had something invested upon the race, the anxiety to watch closely the 
deciding heat was very great. At the quarter the three were lapped, 
Robbins having a slight lead. Atthe half mile, Robbins drew clear in 
front, but left the others lapped, and thus they continued past the Wal- 
nut-tree, when Buford began to draw up to the Robbins’ colt, but after 
they entered the homestretch he fell behind, and came in third, Mr. 
Robbins’ colt winning with apparent ease, in 1:52.

Its vicissitudes have been 
considerable. It commenced with unheard of success, it became In- 
tensely the fashion ; all Europe went there on Sundays, everybody can 

vassed for the ‘ivory ticket,’ days in advance ; and whoever had any 
pretention to fashion, made himself agreeable by acquiring one or more 
to give away. This lasted for a certain time; but fashionable ardour 
cooled down, subscriptions were unpaid, many withdrew, many were 
fcolishly removed, bad management of every kind ensued, and between 
1840 and 1847 the income fell to half its amount, the collection dwindled, 
the Garden was neglected, and ruin became imminent. By degrees, 
however, from that great strait, things began to mend, but slowly. It is 
very easy to advance success, but to arrest dow fall, when public favour 
is vitality, is ever difficult. Some sensible improvements were made, 
new relations were cultivated, sympathy was conciliated, people began 
to think the Society was not so bad as reported—and one morning in the 
spring of 1850, half a column appeared in the ‘Times,’ by which its 
myraid readers learned that a living hippopotamus had been presented 
to the Zoological Society by the Pasha of Fgypt, throagh the Hon. 
Charles Murray, who was then Consul-General at Cairo. The town was 
taken ; all the world applied for a private view of Hippo’s arrival, which 
being impossible, was of course much the more ardently sought for. From 
that hour the fortunes of the Zoological Society began to revive. 

At length the Hippopotamus—the first that had been seen in Europe 
since the Emperor Commodus slaughtered five of these huge animals in 
the Fiavian Amphitheatre—reached our shores. The late accomplished 
Secretary of the Society was wont to relate the event with all his 
characteristic spirit and enthusiasm. We shall endeavour to preserve 
the language in which he described it. On the 25th of May, 1850, a 
traveller sitting on the quay at Southampton, as the ‘Ripon’ steamed 
up to her berth, detected various strange sights on board of her. — The 
most striking at first was an old, dirty, but statuesque Arab, eighty 
years old perhaps, looking calmly out of one of the ports ; and in the 
next a young ‘Shitan’ of the same race, not more than twelve years 
old, not ugly, but gifted with a flexibility of feature perfectly astound- 
ing. The gamins of Southampton saluted him with a cheer, which he 
politely reciprocated by a grimace, and then ensued an interchange ot 
civilities which ended by Mohammed's producing from some folds in hls 
ragged drapery a splendid cobra, hissing and spreading his hood to per- 
fection. The boys knocked under to this royal reptile, and the son o 
Rafia then reposed in triumph. 

No +ooner was this little episode ended than another Arab, a dark 
Nubian, Hamet Saafi el Canaana, protruded his head from the port, with 
an anxious thoughtful look, and recognising some one at the traveller's 
side, saluted him with the usual Arab obeisance, and called out smiling- 
ly—‘All right, sir, will you see him?’ and withdrew. Ochers were look- 
ing from the deck, and hurried congratulations were showered down 
upon this gentleman, who had quietly waited for the steamer’s being 
berthed. The ‘traveller,’ the grandson of Sterne’s inquisitive traveller, 
no doubt, followed him on board, and got down to between decks with- 
out being noticed. An enclosure had been built of boards in the centre 
under the hatchway, and through an aperture an iron tank, some seven 
feet square, was visible within it. Here floated the young Behemoth, not 
a year old, safe and hearty as if on the bosom of his ancestral Nile. Infi- 
nitely more pains had been taken about him than was bestowed on the 
importations to Rome, for one of the elements of success is never to 
tbrow a chance away, and all the prognostications in which the sceptical 
had indulged, vanished into thin air as Hippo put up his blunt nose and 
trumpeted a salutation to his Mentor. Hippo was soon high in the air 
in his house, slung on to the railway track, which had been brought 
alongside to receive him : a special train was engaged; Hippo’s retinue 
followed him ; cows, goats, and Arabs, for he could not travel without 
his lactiferous commissariat or his servants; he took with him even his 
reserve of Nile water, and he took:with ‘him a following of friends. In 
two hours everything was ready for the start; the news of Behemoth's 
arrival had spread abroad, bad run up the line like wildfire, and all who 
could crowd into the docks and railway station thronged to see him—vain 
hope, they only saw a truck surmounted by the house, which, with the 
now abandoned tank, had been specially constructed for him at South- 
ampton, and sent out ready made to Alexandria. All that they saw, and 
many saw in faith and thankfulness, was the head of Hamet Saafi e 
Canaana, as he looked out through an opening in the canvass to breathe 
@ fresher air than the interior of Hippo’s truck afforded. 

At this early period of his life, Hippo would not suffer the absence of 
his favourite attendant for a moment without complaining, and he used

ance of this sort. Hamet was extremely patient, he had the prospect of 
a large ‘backshish’ if Hippo arrived safe in London, and behaved with 
exemplary submission.

Hippo tried all 
manner of violent summons, without effect, and then he was profoundly 
silent. Hamet thought his freedom was achieved, and then with the 


return to his tyrant—tyrant no longer, as he hoped. Hippo awaitel 
him with a twinkle of his infant eye, that curious, prominent, versatile 
eye, which looks every where at once,—as he floated in the tank so as to 
command the intérior of his house... Hamet, in his great fidelity, used to 
keep part of his wardrobe in an angle ofthe roof for convenience o 
making his toilet without annoying his 
The bundle in which these choice vestment were secured had been pushed 

down by the revengeful infant, rubbed open with his blunt nose during 

that ominous silence, and finally left in such a state that neither Hamet, 

nor the son of Rafia, nor any other being, Mohammedan or Christian, 

could ever don them again. Hamet is a well conducted Mussulman, and 

not given to indulging in profane language, but he addressed Hippo in 

terms of the strongest reprehension. Hippo twinkled his eyes and shook 

his head, blew a little trumpet through his nostrils, and smiled in 

triumphant mafevolence. 

Hamet’s propriety was greatly outraged at times by the wild conduct 
of the Arab boy who accompanied him. Mohammed el Rafia was an 
Alexandrian gamin of the first water. He understood backshish, perhaps 
interfered a little with Hamet therein, but was intensely addicted to 
mischief of every kind.

Mohammed,s 
métier was the manipulation of cobras, after the practice of the tribe of 
Rafia, who have manipulated snakes since the days of the Pharaohs. He 
had done all that could be done with snakes, and he wanted a ‘ distrac- 
tion,’ so he asked fora monkey. A monkey was givea tohim. But 
the little brute did not adopt the method of Rarey, and many complaints 
were made of his cruelty. He asserted that the monkey hai a bad dis- 
position and required correction, that all bad dispositions required 
correction, and that he only gave as much as circumstances and his 
judgment justified. So far from being cruel, he insisted on taking the 
monkey to dinner with him. Then came the storm. The excellent 
keeper, who had goodnaturedly taken charge of the Arab mess, declared 
that it was no part of his duty to sit down with a quadrumane, although 
he admitted that Jacko was not more troublesome, or more personally 
offensive, than the boy, rather the reverse; but still he did not know 
what the little wietch would do next, and so he would not have it.

‘anthropoid apes.’ Their fatherlands are humid tropical forests, teem- 
ing with vegetation ; they live in families, if not in larger comm 2nities, 
and the society of their kind is as necessary to them as it is to man. 
Conversation is indispensable to good spirits, and without good spirits 
there is no health. ‘The life of a lonely chimpanzee or orang is little 
better than solitary confinement ; how can they support it? Even two 
of them get tired of one another, and welcome a fresh face with enjoy- 
ment. ‘The late secretary of the Zoological Society once repeated in our 
hearing the following passage of his many recollections: 

‘One damp November evening, just before dusk, there arrived a French 
traveller from Senegal with a companion closely mufiled up in a burnoose 
at his side. On going, at his earnest request, to speak to him at the 
gate, he communicated to me the interesting fact that the stranger in 
the burnoose was a young chim, who had risided in his family in Senegal 
for sone twelvemonths, and who had accompanied him to England. The 
| animal was in perfect health, but from the state of the atmosphere re- 
quired good lodging and more tender care thin could be found in a 
hotel. He proposed to sell his friend. I was hard; did not like 
pulmonic property at that period of the year, having already two of the

not buy him. So we carried him, burnoose and all, into the house where 
the lady chims were, and liberated him in the doorway.

' gestures with a precision and aplomb which were quite enchanting, and 

| When at last he broke out into a quick movement with loud smacking 
stamps, the ladies were completely carried away and gave him all atten- 
tion. Friendship was established, refreshments were served, notwith- 
standing the previous tea, and everybody was apparently satisfied, espe- 
cially the stranger. Upon asking the Senegal proprietor what the dance 
meant, he told me that the animal had voluntarily taken to that imita- 
tion of his slaves, who used to dance every evening in the courtyard.’ 

A chimpanzee who was for a short time placed in the society of the 
children of his owner in this country, not only throve in an extraordi- 
nary manner, was perfectly docile and good tempered, but learnt to 
imitate them. When the eldest little boy wished to tease his playfellow 
he used, childlike, to make faces at him. Chim soon outdid him, and 
one of the funniest things imaginable, was to see him blown at and 
blowing in return; his protrusible lips converted themselves into a 

, trumpet-shaped instrument, which reminded one immediately of some of 
the devils of Albert Durer, or those incredible forms which the old 
| painters used to delight in piling together in their temptations of St. 
_ Anthony. 
| Tae course to be taken with these curious creatures is very clear. The 
| Zoological Society ought to import a family. Father, mother, and 
children, would perhaps be difficult; but at all events, a society of five 
or six. They ought to live in a house specially constructed to reproduce 
the conditions of a tropical forest ; they ought to have a good tempered 
negro attendant or two, and to be under the special direction of an 
intelligent guardian, who would attend to their dispositions, wants, and 
indications of health or disease with unceasing watchfulness. Hf, as is 
almost certain, this simple, but perpaps rather costly method succeeded, 
we should have the chimpanzee civilised by contact with humanity, and 
his intellect developed to maturity, with what results it might be 
interesting to speculate. 

The oldest chimpanzee ever seen in Europe did not probably exceed 
nine years, and as she was alone, fell sick and died in the usua! way, 
without having exhibited any marked advance over her predecessors. 
The animal who died in the Jardin des Plantes in 1854, was probably 
about five years old, and although of large size, must still be considerd

visit to the Zoological Gardeus by a call at the Monkey House. 

One of the earliest successes of the Zoological Society, was the impor- 
tation of giraffes in 1886. They have increased and multiplied very 
regularly with the heip of a little new biood in 1850, and nine fawns 
have been prodaced without any casualty, except in the first instance, 
when bad judgment and over anxiety interfered with tae course of na- 
ture, and killei the first born. If any one felt disposed tu indulge in 
the luxury, there is nothing to prevent a park ia the South of Europe 
being adorned by a herd of giraffss during the summer; and even in 
England they might be at large from the 20:h of June to the 20th of 
September. Tuey would browse the trees to an awful height with their 
long sickle-like tongues, but that coull be afforded, for the pleasure of 
seeing their long bird-like heads towering above the foliage of ordinary 
saplings. Dr. Smith, in his wanderings in Soath Africa, once came 
upon an oasis in the wilderness, surrounding a water hole, and thought 
tnat be decried a flock of some new species of bird perched upon the 
summit of the trees. Uson stalking as well as he could, the birds de- 
scended with a most unbird-like drop, out of sight, and upon getting 
up, he found that he was within shot of a stately herd of giraffes, and 
so tall, that their long heads, carried horizontally among the trees, 
seemed to be resting on them. 

Mast we not say a word of the aurochs’? Bison urus, the contemporary 
of the mammoth, who still lingers in the Iiaperial Forest of Bielowicz, a 
thousand strong, but kept io safety only by the strictest forest law in 
the world, which makes the unauthoriz:d s!aughter of an auroch punish- 
able with death. Bison urus is osteologically identical with tae bison re- 
mains of the mammoti caves, and carzies us back to the palzontologic 
poriod of European history. The late Emperor of Russia, against his 
own progaostications of the consequenoes, yielded to the request of his 
friend Sir Roderick Marchison, and in 184) sent to the Zoological Society 
a pair of these interesting animals. ‘hey lived very well fora time, 
and seemed to have become perfectly settled in the contracted space 
which was given up to them in the Regent’s Park; and perhaps they 
would bave gone on and thriven, had not Pieuroneumania, the cattle 
scourge, which then raged from one end of Eagland to the other, swept 
them both off within a week of each other. The bull was growing ra 
pidly, and promised t»1ival the fine Americaa bison, which perished 
from the same disease with its mate and calf but a few weeks previously, 
when, after a gallop, he was observed one fine September morning to 
heave his flank convulsively—within four days he was dead. ‘hat, 
however, proves nothiug against the possibility of breeding aurochs in 
England ; for although the American bison succumbed to the same 
malady, we kuow fiom Lord Breadalbane’s success at Taymouth, that 
this closely allied epecies lives well in Scotland.

our readers would remain to b+ noticed, if we aspired to complete the 
catalogue of those creatures which have been successfully reproduced 
and reared in this country; but for these details we must refer to the 
works before us, and we pass the birds 

Among the acclimatisable birds which have app 2ared in our Z 0logica 
Gardens, the mound-raising genera are altogether the most s ngular and 
interesting. The two characteristics which strike most naturally upc 
| popular observation, as distinguishing the class of birds, are undoubtedy 

the possession of wings wherewith to fly, and the deposition of egra 
which they hatch. Latter days have given us al! but wingless apteryx 
and not only the talegalla or brush turkey, but a whole group of rag. 
tial birds, woich abjure the process of hatching, and construct artifica} 
eccaleobious which they mauipulate with the skill and regularity of Gap. 
tel himself. 

The fact of the talegalla’s really constructing a mound in which the 
partial decomposition of vegetable matter generates a sufficient tempe. 
rature to hatch out the eggs, was first published, we believe, by Nr 
Gould, in bis splendid folio work on the birds of Australia. The correct- 
ness Of all his statements was fully maintained by subsequent experierog 
io the Zoological Gardens, where a bird is still living which actually go 
produced with others in the year. ‘Lhe father of this bird is also living 
and it is therefore evident that the species is long lived, and perfectly 
capable of enduring our climate; when we ald that the female talegalla 
lays at least ten eggs, and that the bird is admitted to be an excellent 
roast, we have certainly an addition to our poultry yard, which it ig 
worth some pains to obtain and acclimatise. Talegallas are getting 
scarce in Australia. Toe Zoological Society should send an expedition 
for twenty pairs, and resort to their old establishment at Kingston, or 
some similarly favorable spot uader the vale of Ricumond Park, and re- 
construct a breeding establishment in healtny or sandy soil, far from the 
dank clay on which they are compelled to expiate the mistake of their 
founders in the Regent’s Park. Here in a large enclosure, where their 
health would be perfect, the talegalla migat be persuaded to make their 
mound under a glass roof to protect it from excessive rain, its oaly want, 
and nature would do therest. There is nothing to prevent the successful 
use of the hatching machine, if the eggs are taken in time, but it jg 
probable that any interference with the mound wou!d prevent the von- 
| tinuance of the lay. Their propensity to make a mound is so strong, 
that every little bit of material within reach is kicked back daily into 
| the corner selected for the structure, and as soon as it has assumed suffi- 
| cient dimensions, the mate begins to attend to its temperature, and 
| model its summit into the proper form for receiving the eggs. Every 
morning after this period, he is restless and uneasy, until the egg ig 
| 
| 








placed in the hollow, and when his mate absents herself, he drives her 
to the spot, as if he was fearful she snould neglect her duty or commit 
| the folly of depositing ber egg in the wrong place. Tue eggs are ar- 
ranged in a circle perpendicularly, the smilier end downwards; not 
consecutively, but at different points in the first instance ; the intervals 
between wh'ch are filled in afterwards. ‘he eggs are uncovered every 
| moraing about nine o'clock, and if the temperature is tou high, are left 
| exposed. They are then again covered with a thickness of vegetable 
| matter, according to the heat required, and at all times a cylindrical 
| opening is preserved in this mags, which acts as a chimney to cary off 
| gases, and secure a circulation of a sufficient quantity of air around the 
| Stratuin of eggs. In about a month from the deposition of the eggs, the 
‘young bird is matured; he steps out of it like Pallas, armed with 
| ieathers aad ready to fly; but he does not quit the mound; he remains 
warmly embedded there, to the great joy of the male, who visits him 
| often, and at night covers him up as closely as if still unhatched. ‘he 
| next day the young talegalla emerges, strong and lusty, with immensely 
developed feet, with his quill feathers bursting from the sheath, and 
feeding himself heartily. Oa the third day he flies like a partridge. 
The surprising story here given in epitome, was enacted under the daily 
observation of mauy persons ; and if it has not been again successfully 
repeated, it is only because a eufficient supply of birds has not been ob- 
tained from Australia, to compensate for the casualties which are inevit- 
able to a limited number. 

Besides the Talegalla, the Society has had a pa’r of Mallee birds 
( Leipoa ocellata) from South Australia, and a pair of malcos from the 
| Indian Archipelago, both of which, as well as the whole genus Migapo- 
| dius, have the same siogular babit. The lipoas and malcos were never 

in sufficiently strong health to indulge their instincts, and the mound- 
batching phenomenon bas bitherto only been exhited by the brush tur- 
keys—as the talegalla is erroneously calle 1 by the colonists. 

There is a curious little bit of systematic absurdity io the literary his- 
tory of the telegalla, which is instructive to the theoretic student of na- 
tural history, to show him how utterly useless all his mwaseum work 
must be, if not supported by continual reference to the living book of 
nature. Because the talegalla had a bare head and rather straight claws, 
was black in color, with some brilliant skin about the neck region, he 
was pronounced to be an excellent vulture by a theorist who lacked a 
‘type’ to fill a vacancy in some triangular, circular, or oval scheme, 
into which he had firmly convinced himself all nature, and every 
group of avimals in nature, resolved themselves. Tae bare head 
of tne talegalia is extremely convenient for plunging into the de- 
caying leaves of the mounds, the bristly hairs which protect it throw 
off all impurity and moisture much better than feathers would do, 
and the strong straight claws and gigantic feet are not intended to deal 
with carrion, but are most exquisitely adapted for kicking up the grass, 
leaves, and earth, which he has to throw from long distances to tbe cen- 
tral mound. The mystery which is so simp!y resolved by observation, 
could never have been divined in a gallery of skins, and the enthusiast’s 
mistake might be readily pardoned it he had not endeavored to cram his 
theory down his unhappy readers’ throat at the point of the pen. 

In the list of Gallinaceous birds published by the Prince Charles Bona- 
parte in the ‘Comptes Rendas,’® are enumerated 346 species. Of these 
we may take 230 to be inhabitants of sufficiently temperate regions te 
admit of their being more or less acclimatised in Europe. They are unl- 
versally eatable, prolitic, aad susceptible of confinoment.
